EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's traverse that Fig. 4 should be examined with Fig. 3 is acknowledged 
and accordingly the Figures 3 and 4 are examined together and thus the traverse of the 
restriction requirement is deemed moot. 

The examiner has deemed claims 1-24 and 45-46 to be examinable together. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
25-44 and 47-48 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse (i.e. the grounds 
for traverse which was regarding Fig. 4 was deemed moot). Accordingly, claims 25-44 
and 47-48 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-24 and 45-46 are allowed. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Ludewig teaches a connector (e.g. Fig. 6) including steps and a taper. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art of record does not teach the claimed invention including that 
the taper is formed in the central conductor in order to fix the central conductor and the 
insulator and to improve RF characteristics, and there is no expectation that the taper of 
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the prior art would improve the RF characteristics since the prior art taper is positioned 
in a constant width area of the connector and thus the taper provides an irregularity in 
the connector shape.
